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Reasons for Allowance 

1. 

Claims 1-4 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest 
in claimed combination, "... in response to a page fault, executing an auto 
recovery in serial mode of operation, wherein the print job is redirected, without 
being split, to a single processing node and subjecting the redirected print job at 
the singe processing node to serial processing." 

Claims 5-8 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest 
in claimed combination, ".. enabling parallel processing of an unprotected 
PostScript job according to a first and second processing modes respectively 
set according to a first and second respective job attributes; wherein the 
implementation of the first processing mode causes the print job to be split and 
chunks to be fed independently to a plurality of unprotected processing nodes, 
and wherein the implementation of the second processing mode is implemented 
using a redundant mode processing in which the print job is sent concurrently to 
a plurality of unprotected processing nodes..." 
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Claims 9-12 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest 
in claimed combination, "... assigning the job chunks to respective processing 
nodes for processing the job chunks into the printer-ready format... determining 
an optimal number of processing nodes for performing parallel processing of the 
print job in response to the determination of available hardware resources..." 



Claims 13 and 14 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or 
suggest, "... providing queue level control prior to the steps of splitting and 
assigning, wherein the print job may be alternatively submitted to a serial queue."
